It should be noted that many of the institutions 
listed also have various loan funds that are avail- 
able to deserving applicants. Most of the major 
universities are represented in this catalogue: it 
is hoped that wider coverage will be possible in 
Subsequent revisions.

Method of Listing Awards: 


| Information on the awards listed is printed 
in the language of instruction (English or French) 
of the institution under which they appear. Entries 
are grouped by institution; institutions are group- 
ed by province. Entries for each institution are 
in the following four general categories: 


A, National: Awards open to students through- 
out Canada, 


B. Provincial: Awards open to students from 
one province only (usually the province within 
which the institution is located—some awards from 
Maritime institutions are for more than one 
Maritime province and are included in this cat- 
egory). 


C, Regional: Awards open to students from 
specified localities within a province (usually the 
province within which the institution is located). 


D. Restricted: Awards open to certain spec- 
ified groups of students. 


Two indexes facilitate reference. The first 
lists the above categories of awards by province 
and institution; the second lists the awards by 
name and by awarding agency. 


General Notes on Awards Listed: 


Unless otherwise specified, awards are ten- 
able only at the institution under which the entry 
appears. 


The closing date for application means the 
date by which completed application forms, official 
reports of standing, and other supporting docu- 
ments must be in the hands of the awarding bodies. 
Such being the case, initial contact should be 
made as early as possible before the closing 
dates in order to allow a sufficient interval for 
any exchange of correspondence and for the col- 
lection and forwarding of the necessary documents. 
As in most cases no personal interview is pos- 
Sible prior to the granting of the awards, appli-

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INTRODUCTION 


Method of Compilation of Material 


In addition to notices of awards that have 
come to the attention of the Education Division 
since the publication of the previous edition, the 
following procedure was used for this edition: 


1. All entries in the 1956 edition were sent 
to the awarding agencies for additions and al- 
terations. 


2. All Canadian institutions not included in 
the 1956 edition, who were members of the Na- 
tional Conference of Canadian Universities, were 
requested to submit details of their entrance 
awards, aS were many affiliated and independent 
institutions. 


3. Over 1,000 associations, service groups, 
and the like, were circularized directly by the 
Bureau. 


4. Over 1,000 business and industrial organ- 
izations were contacted by the Industrial Founda- 
tion on Education, with information obtained being 
forwarded by the Foundation to the Bureau. 


Method of Listing Awards 


The awards are listed in three main parts, 
as follows: 


I. Awards open to residents of more than 
one province at institutions in more than one pro- 
vince. 


II. Awards open to residents of single prov- 
inces (exclusive of awards tenable only at one 
institution). 


Ill. Awards tenable at single institutions 
only. These awards, listed by province and insti- 
tution, are classified for each institution in the 
following manner: 


A. National: Awards open to students through- 
out Canada. 


B. Provincial: Awards open to students from 
one province only (usually the province within 
which the institution is located, although some 
awards, as for example at certain Maritime insti- 
tutions, are for students in more than one Maritime 
province). 


C. Other: Awards open either to students 
from specific localities within a province or to 
certain specific groups of students. 


Information in Part III is printed in the lan- 
guage of instruction (English or French) of the 
institution under which it appears. Parts I and II 
are bilingual. 


In order to explore fully all available sources 
of awards tenable at any institution, the prospec- 
tive student should consult all three parts. Awards 
tenable at more than one institution are not in- 
cluded in the listings in Part II, but appear in 
either Parts I or II.

As in most 
cases no personal interview is possible prior to 
the granting of the awards, applications and other 
material should be as complete as possible:

| In addition to notices of awards that have come 
to the attention of the Education Division since the 
publication of the previous edition, the following 


procedure was used for this edition: 


1. All entries in the 1958 edition were sent 
‘to the awarding agencies for additions and alter- 


ations. 

2. Over 3,000 associations, service groups, 
and the like, were circularized directly by the 
Bureau. 


3. Over 14,000 business and industrial organi- 
zations were contacted by the Bureau. 
METHOD OF LISTING AWARDS 


The awards are listed in three main parts, as 


follows: 

I. Awards open to residents of more _ than 
one province at institutions in more than one prov- 
ince. 


II. Awards open to residents of single prov- 
inces (exclusive of awards tenable only at one insti- 
tution). 


III. Awards tenable at single institutions only. 
These awards, listed by province and institution, 
are classified for each institution in the following 
manner: 


A. NATIONAL:

B. PROVINCIAL: Awards open to students from 
one province only (usually the province within 
which the institution is located, although some 
awards, as for example at certain Maritime insti- 
tutions, are for students in more than one Maritime 
province). 


C. OTHER: Awards open either to students from 
specific localities within a province or to certain 
specific groups of students. 


Information in Part III is printed in the lan- 
guage of instruction (English or French) of the 
institution under which it appears. Parts I and II 
are bilingual. 


In order to explore fully all available sources 
of awards tenable at any institution, the prospec- 
tive student should consult all three parts. Awards 
tenable at more than one institution are not in- 
cluded in the listings in Part III, but appear in 
either Parts I or II. 


Two indexes appear in this publication. The 
first groups the awards in the three main parts, and 
includes a listing of awards open to students from 
Outside Canada. The second index is designed to 
facilitate the location of information when only the 
‘name of the awarding agency, the name of the award, 
‘or the institution where the award is tenable (if 
Specific institutions are named), is known.
